Promiscuity gets 
blame for spread

The average gay man who had AIDS claimed 1140 sexual 
partners in his lifetime, according to a New York survey. 

Ina Los Angeles survey, gay AIDS victims said that they had 60 
sexual partners in the month before they were struck with the 
disease. J 

Thomas Prendergast Jr., Orange County director of 
epidemeology and disease control, utilized these statistics in a recent 
speech at Rancho Santiago College. 

“Once inside the United States, it (AIDS) spread very quickly,” 
said Prendergast. He attributes much of the blame for the rapid 
spread of the disease to gay bars and gay bathhouses where men 
participate in sexual activity with others who they've just met. These 
men obviously do not know anything about each other’s health, 
Prendergast said. 

“It’s not very easy to get AIDS,” said Prendergast. 22,000 
hemophiliacs in the United States recieve Factor Eight concentrate 
which is made from combining small amounts of blood from 25,000 
to 30,000 donors. Prendergast said, “All lots of Factor Eight 
concentrate have small amounts of this (the AIDS) virus.” Of the 
22,000 hemophiliacs, 90 have AIDS, he said. 

Prendergast said that there is no need to separate AIDS victims 
from the general population. “We don’t need to make occupational 
restrictions on AIDS patients,” he said. “There’s no reason why 
children who have the AIDS virus should not sit together with other 
children in school.” 

“Heterosexual activity is clearly a means of transmission but it is 
not very effective,” Prendergast said. He also said that the virus is 
more communicable from men to women than the other way 
around. 

Blood and sputum are two other possible means of transmission 
of the AIDS virus that Prendergast said are not very dangerous. But 
he said, “If two kids decided to become blood brothers, that would 
not be very smart.” 

“It’s not a good idea to change chewing gum with people with 
AIDS.”

Kathleen Doyle, a_ night 
student at RSC, said she would 
ask more questions of new 
dates because of her concern 
about AIDS. Doyle added: 
“I’m aware and conscious of it. 
] don’t want it.”

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Fighting fires 
a way of life

“We broke into a house, and 
we saw a fireball coming,” said 
Thomas Feierabend. “Myself 
and the other guy ducked just 
in time. A good training officer 
saved us on that one.” 

Feierabend, who was born 
a long time ago,” is 
coordinator of fire technology 
at Rancho Santiago College. 
“I work with all the local fire 
chiefs all the time helping to set 
up programs and determining 
what their needs are,” said 
Feierabend in an interview. 
Besides heading the fire 
technology division, the 
Chicago native teaches at 
RSC. 

Escaping a deadly fireball is 
only one of Feierabend’s many 
adventures during his 20-year 
career as a firefighter.

“One guy 
was all ready to go to the 
hospital. He sat up to say 
something and had a heart 
attack.”

seeing someone die, Feierabend 
said: “You think of your own 
family and thank God it wasn’t 
them. Then you study to see 
how you can react the next 
time.” 

Feierabend listed danger, 
excitement and challenge as 
reasons he enjoyed firefighting. 
“There’s also the camaradarie,” 
he said. “It’s almost like a 
sport, a team that’s competing 
for a goal. Your opponent is 
the adversity, whether it’s a 
fire, a flood...” 

In 1962 Feierabend joined 
the Garden Grove Fire 
Department. He rose to the 
rank of captain by 1978 and 
then became battalion chief for 
Fountain Valley. Soon 
thereafter he became Fountain 
Valley fire chief. 

Feierabend has been a full- 
time teacher since 1982. “I just 


had the fire service up to my 
eyebrows,” he said about his 
career change. 

He is still involved in the 
never-ending battle of the 
blaze though. “If there was a 
major incident I’d be right 
back in there. I go to incidents 
all the time. They can always 


use people.”

One day she went to the 
Learning Center and enrolled 
in both a tutoring program and 
a study skills class. “It was no 
time to be proud,” Nault said. 
Within a= short time her 
academic outlook was getting 
brighter. 

“I wasn't embarassed to be 
tutored,” Nault said. “When 
you don’t know something you 
don't know it.” 


Many students believe that 
tutoring, or any kind of 
academic assistance, is only for 
the “dummies.” Chery! Dunn, 
Learning Center coordinator. 
said: “The center 1s also for the 


B student who wants an A, or 


the A- student who wants an 
A.” 

The center’s staff ofabout 60 
does not treat those in need as 
incompetent. Instead the staff 
treats them as friends and go 
out of their way to help a 
student in need. 

“The tutors take the time to 
concentrate in-depth on weak 
areas,” said Tamara Beckman, 
a 23-year-old fire science 
major at RSC. 

One time she was having 
trouble with material for an 
upcoming test, but her tight 
schedule conflicted with any 
possible tutoring time. When 
her tutor found this out, he 
offered to come in early one 
day to help. 

According to Nault the 
atmosphere at the center is 
friendly and relaxed. “It’s a 
nice one-to-one basis,” Nault 
said. “You're never interrupted” 
Study skills classes are also 
available to RSC _ students. 
These classes consist of two 
hours a week in classroom and

one hour a week witha special 
study skills tutor. The class 1s 
worth anywhere from a half to 
2 1/2 units. It is offered 
through the RSC catalog as 
Student Services 109. 

In the class students are 
taught time management, note 
taking, test taking and more.

No fear of AIDS

There is little apparent fright 
eminating from Rancho 
Santiago College nursing 
students who are faced with 
the possibility of treating 
AIDS patients. 

RSC nurses were asked if 
they are afraid of working with 
victims of the disease. The 
great majority said that they 
were not scared by the 
prospect of treating an AIDS 
patient. Here are some replies: 
—Kimberly Dang: “No, 
because it’s almost positive 
that you can’t get AIDS just by 
talking to an AIDS patient. I 
think when we become 


medical people, we take on a 
certain amount of risk.” 


—Lori Bocchicchio: “No more 
than I would be afraid of 
getting hepatitis or any other 
dangerous disease. They’re 
starting to know more and 
more about it to the point that 
I’m convinced that they know 
how it’s transmitted.” 


—Judy Charley: “It scares me 
since I have five children. You 
don’t know how it’s 
transmitted. They know too 
little about it.” 


The nurses emphasized the 
need for proper medical 
precaution in the dealing with 


an AIDS patient. “As long as 
you take the right health 
precautions, you should be 
alright,” said RSC _ nursing 
student Brenda Clark. 

RSC nursing student 
Debbie Teater agreed saying, 
“If you properly protect 
yourself, you should not get 
AIDS.” 


All of the eight RSC 
students who were interviewed 
said that they would take an 
AIDS patient if one were 
assigned to them. Even 
Charely, who expressed her 
fears, said, “I guess if I had all 
the precautions, I would take it 
(an AIDS case).”

“They provide service at no 
Or minimal cost to the 
student,” Carbone said. “We 
have literature for students 
who are interested, but we 
really don’t receive many 
serious complaints.” 


As yet, the medical field has 
been powerless to stop AIDS. 
It is a disease that weakens the 
body’s immune. system, the 
natural mechanism that 
protects the body from illness. 
AIDS’ exact cause is not 
known, but the disease tends to 
be found in homosexual males, 
Haitians and people, such as 
hemophiliacs, who must 
receive blood transfusions. 


‘Tt’s scary to think 
about it, but I think 
that the bisexuals are 
spreading it on to 
their straight friends.” 


Recently, AIDS has been 
reported among the hetero- 
sexual population and among 
children. 


Symptoms of AIDS 
include: swollen glands in the 
neck; rapid, unexplained 
weight loss; night sweats; 
diarrhea; excessive fatigue; 
and small purplish spots on the 
skin. If one of the symptoms is 
present, it does not necessarily 
mean the patient has AIDS, 
according to health authorities. 


They advise that the patient see 
a physician if symptoms 
persist.

Minion’s hilarious char- 
acters are brought to life by 
several notable performances. 
Griffin Dunne as Paul gives a 
fine performance, building the 
perfect portrit of a normal man 
becoming increasingly 
paranoid and desperate in a 
situation very much out of his 
control. Rosanna Arquette 
plays Marcy the space cadet to 
the hilt, running alternately 
hot and cold toward Paul as 
she struggles with her strange 
past.

Champs state bound

To the Rancho Santiago 
College water polo team, this 
is the equivalent of the World 
Series, the Super Bowl and 
the Stanley Cup finals. 

In other words, they’re 
going for all the marbles. 

It has been a nearly flawless 
season for the Dons. And this 
weekend, they will try tocap it 
by accomplishing their 
ultimate goal, a state 
championship. 

The Dons (27-1) will open 
against Modesto (21-7-1) 
today at 3 p.m. in the first 
round of the State Champion- 
ships at Cuesta College. A 
victory would advance them 
into the championship game 
Saturday at I p.m. 

It is a four-team, single 
elimination tournament. The 
other teams are College of the 
Sequoias and Golden West. 

It is only the third time in 
the school’s history that the 
Dons have gone to the state 
finals. Their other two 
appearances were in 1971 and 
1972, with the Dons being 
knocked out early both times. 

Modesto is the 2 team from 
Northern California. They 
were beaten last weekend by 
College of the Sequoias in the 
title game of the Northern 
California Championships, 
11-6. The Dons defeated 


College of the Sequoias in the 
opening game of the season, 
16-11. 

Meanwhile, the Dons 
qualified for the state finals by 
winning the Southern 
California Championships 
last weekend in Long Beach. 

John O’Neal scored four 
goals to lead the Dons toa 16- 
10 victory over Santa Monica 
in their opening round game. 
Charles Sommer, John 
Gessner, Claudio  Fialdini, 
Marc Young and Brian 
Swarm added two goals each 
for Rancho while Greg 
LaPointe tallied once. 

In their next game, Darin 
Haskins scored on a penalty 
shot with nine seconds left to 
give the Dons an H-10 victory 
over Long Beach. Haskins 
and O’Neal led the way with 
three goals each. 

That advanced the Dons to 
the championship game 
against Golden West, a team 
that had won five of the past 
six Southern Cal titles. 

But the Dons interrupted 
that streak by beating the 
Rustlers, 12-8, to claim their 
second Southern Cal 
championship in the _ past 
three years. 

“It was a_ well-played 
game.” said Rancho coach 
Bob Gaughran. “They (the 
Dons) had absolute defensive 
control of the game.” 

The Dons held a 6-5 edge at 
the half, which is when

The Rustlers’ offense was 
completely shut down in the 
third quarter, but the Dons 
scored three goals to take a 9- 
5 lead into the final quarter. 

Golden West cut it to 10-7 
in the fourth quarter but goals 
by O’Neal and Haskins put 
the game out of reach. 


“That’s a very fine team,” 
said Gaughran of Golden 
West. “That was the best 
we've ever played against 
them.” 

Mike Cornell led the Dons 
with four goals, giving him 64 
on the season. Haskins added 
three goals to give him 61 for 
the year., Other scorers were 
LaPointe and O’Neal with 
two each and Gessner with 
one. 

LaPointe now has 51 goals 
and 69 assists this season. 
Other top scorers are Sommer 
with 59 goals and Young with 
48 goals. 

Goalie Steve Redding came 
up with perhaps his best game 
of the season, recording 20 
saves. He made several’ Stops 
from point-blank range. 

“He was just outstanding,” 
said Gaughran. “It was 
incredible.” 

Beating Golden West had 
special meaning for Gaughran. 

“It’s al ways special because 
they’re the best,’’ said 
Gaughran.

“They did a 
fine job in keeping the job 
under control. It got pretty 
intense at times out there.” 

The Dons got on_ the 
scoreboard first, when Rob 
Polichetti tackled Gaucho 
quarterback Jason Schmid in 
the end zone for a safety. 

After the free kick by 
Saddleback, quarterback 
Silvio Deligatta connected 


with running back fora screen 
pass that went 72 yards for a 
touchdown. Daryl Willis 
added the extra point, and the 
Dons lead 9-0 early in the first 
quarter. 

Saddleback roared right 
down the field and scored, 
closing to 9-7. 

The Dons didn’t fold under 
the pressure, adding another 
touchdown, and a field goal, 
to take a 19-7 lead, late in the 
second quarter. 

The Gauchos, using their 
patented hurry-up offense, 
went 80 yards in eight plays to 
narrow the gap to five points. 


Once again, the Dons 
offense responded, with 
quarterback John Cook 
scoring from 3-yards out, 
giving the Dons their 26-14 
halftime lead.
